That’s the figure which the 
state is using in compiling 
gas tax subventions to the 
city for the new fiscal year, 
City Manager John R. John- 
son told City Councilmen 
Tuesday night. It’s based on 
the April, 1960, census fig- 


ures, plus the annexation 
growth that has occurred 
since. 


What this means fiscally is 
$79,120 for city road main- 
tenance and _ construction, 
plus $6,000 for engineering, 
Johnson said.

Since the state is taking ov- 
er collection of sales tax mon- 
ey for the final quarter (be- 
| cause San Mateo County final- 
ly got on the uniform one-cent 
sales tax bandwagon late last 
year), more should be collect- 
ed in Menlo Park from Janu- 
ary through June than origin- 
ally estimated, he indicated. 

These two factors make it 
much more likely that sales 
tax income will substantially 
surpass his original esti- 
mates of $210,000 for the 
year, Johnson said. (Only 
$182,054 was thought to be 
available for the capital im- 
provements work because 
specified amounts have to be 
taken “off the top” for re- 
tirement of bonds and pledg- 
es to the general fund.) 

A summary of the income 
and spending on the sales tax 
budget as of Jan. 1 showed 
$110,174.93 in receipts as of 
Dec. 31 added to a $78,289.90 
cash balance as of June 30, 
1960, for a total sales tax bud- 
get of $188,464.15. 

Expended as of Dec. 31 was 
$174,301.81, leaving a cash bal- 
ance in the sales tax budget 
of $14,162.34. 

Some of the sales tax capital 
improvement projects com- 
pleted or under way are police 
station bond retirement,.com- 
pletion’ of police’ station,pur- 
chase of two acres of the Shar- 
on Estate park site, Belle Hav- 
en park building, Nealon Park 
building, library books, Stan- 
ford Hills park, civic center im- 
provement, and miscellaneous 
park improvements. 

Budgeted items not yet actu- 
ally started as projects by Dec.

Ravenswood Trustee Selection

The choice of San Mateo County Undersheriff Wes- 
ley Pomeroy to fill a vacancy on the Ravenswood City 
School District board has the apparent backing of many 
people in the district. 
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We have heard this feeling indicated. from a number 
of sources even before the announcement was made by the 
board this week. 


There were a number of candidates for the ap- 
pointment, several of them much better versed in 
affairs of the district than is Pomeroy.

The board is proceeding with much more speed in 
the matter of finding a successor to Superintendent of 
Schools Stanley O. Schnepple, whose resignation be- 
comes effective June 30. 

It’s a bit difficult to understand why the same kind of 
expedited interviewing and decision-making wasn't visible 
during the past four months.

Last week, the Recorder summarized some of the 
gleanings of a classroomful of sixth graders, regarding their 
parents’ home preparations for atomic war and the pos- 
sible danger of radio-active fall-out.

That there are presently but two countries in the 
world which possess atomic missile capability is a phe- 
nomena of the time. It won't last long. 

In a matter of a few years itll be possible for a 
modestly-sized nation to have a similar capability —a 
country needs to be no bigger than a rocket launching pad, 
in fact, to qualify for this potential. 

Through the centuries, history tells us, there have ap- 
peared on the political stage an impressive list of people 
who definitely couldn't be classed as men of good will. 
The list would include madmen, 
ers, egomaniacs, venal 
fanatics.

Municipal Report: 


‘Expenditure Rises to Meet 
Income’ on Basis of Demand 


Readers of the works of Pro- 
fessor C. Northcote Parkinson, 
economist who formalized the 
famous “Parkinson’s Law” of 
the growth of administrative 
units, no doubt have also taken 
note of his second law, “Ex- 
penditure rises to meet in- 
come.” 


As Professor Parkinson 
points out, this “law” becomes 
obvious as soon as it’s stated. 
And although he applies it in 
regard to tax-supported agen- 
cies, he might just as well have 
applied it to just about any 


economic unit, including the 
family. 
The professor maintains 


his discussion, mainly, on the 
national level but, for all in- 
tents and purposes, parts of 
it might be said to apply lo- 
cally as well. 


There is an essential differ- 
enct between “getting money” 
on the national or state level 
and getting it on the local lev- 
el, however: The officials of 
the large governmental units 
are more remote from their 
constituents and less respon- 
sive to their demands. 


As the professor points out, 
most national governments in- 
crease their budgets “to deal

with an emergency” such as 
war. The level of expenditure 
thereafter never returns to its 
pre-emergency levels. 


Cities have more trouble con- 
juring up “emergencies” which 
demand a bigger share of the 
people’s income. School dis- 
tricts hereabouts have, in the 
past decade and a half, faced 
up to a real emergency caused 
by huge population growth — 
and have pretty much respond- 
ed as Parkinson would have 
predicted. 


The only hitches are that 


the school districts are hedg- 
ed around with laws which 
require them to put up ex- 
pensive buildings; there is a 
genuine teacher shortage 
and pay increases in the past 
few years have been requir- 
ed, in order to keep compe- 
tent people in the trade and 
finally, the public has de- 
manded that the schools do 
more than in previous eras. 


It’s pretty well conceded, too, 
that the “old level” of financial 
support which the schools op- 
erated under, before the build- 
ing boom ,is too low to be re- 
turned to. The old statutory 
limit of a $1 tax rate for every 
$100 of assessed valuation 
doesn’t work as well as it used 
to when a dollar represented 
greater purchasing power. 


Too, the number of young- 
sters “per $100 of assessed val- 


uation” has grown markedly in 
the postwar years. 

Parkinson would have no 
trouble applying his ‘second 
law” in the case of all cities, 
including Menlo Park and Ath- 
erton. 


The difference is that 
where larger governmental 
units seem intent on getting 
as much money as possible, 
the governing bodies of the 
two towns regularly engage 
themselves in examinations 
to see how the tax rate can 
be cut. 

Thus, Menlo Park’s rate of 
73 cents is a good deal lower 
than the $1 which the city 
could charge if the councilmen 
and administration were intent 
on empire-building. 

Of course, the law still ap- 
plies. After the tax rate is set, 
the state subventions counted 
and the sales tax receipts pro- 
jected, the city administration 
annually gets to work and 
spends the money down to the 
last penny — with due caution 
and adequate reserves, of 
course. 

Then, too, there’s some ex- 
cuse for such spending. Most 
of the services provided by the 
city are demanded by the resi- 
dents, and the main concern is 
to get the best value for the 
money just as it is with the 
private householder. 

Atherton, for instance, is 
putting “money aside for the 
time when it finds itself with 
a major public park and needs 
to develop it. 

Though the town’s council- 
men have been pretty cautious 
about charting new programs, 
they probably recognize that, 
sooner or later, they’re going 
to have to set up a recreation 
department because of public 
demand. 

Thus, as Professor Parkinson 
notes, “Expenditure rises to 
meet income.” Locally, it’s not 
done on the basis of blind ava- 
rice, though, but on the basis 
of public demand.

25 Years Ago: 
Fire Found 
At Sequoia 
High School 


The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that, 
25 years ago this week, the 
following items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 


January 31, 1936: 


Fire which originated mys- 
teriously in a clothes basket 
full of bathing suits did dam- 
age estimated at from $500 to 
$600 in the towel and linen 
room of the girls’ gymnasium 
at Sequoia Union High School 
late Wednesday night, periling 
Redwood City’s million-dollar 
school. 


H. I. Johnson, watchman, 
making his rounds, smelled 
smoke in the locker room of 
the gymnasium at 11 o’clock 
and turned in the alarm. The 
flames were brought under 
control by the fire department 
after a sharp struggle. 


The call was the fourth 
alarm at the high school in the 
past eight months. The other 
three were false, one having 
been turned in by a janitor 
who mistook the glow of a red 
lamp for the glare of flames. 
The other two were caused by 
crossed wires during electrical 
repairs. The last call occurred 
Saturday. 


Menlo School 
Gets Federal 
Building Loan 


Congressman J. Arthur 
Younger last week announced 
that he has secured approval 
of a $680,000 loan to the Menlo 
School and College through 
the Community Facilities Ad- 
ministration of the Housing 
and Home Finance Agency.

The eight basic prin- 
ciples involved are (1) Juve- 
nile court intervention; (2) 
Fair hearing with legal and 
constitutional rights protect- 
ed; (3) Unnecessary separation 
between parents and children; 
(4) Uniform statewide court 
procedures;

protection; (6) Reasonable 
court decisions; (7) Court 
should provide adequate pro- 
tection to the child and com- 
munity, and (8) To exploit cli- 
nical knowledge and skills of 
treatment. 

These basic principles were 
nearly identical with previous 
action taken by CCPT to bring 
about a more uniform treat- 
ment of delinquent or depend- 
ent children and youth.

‘Something for Others’ 
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Local Women Total Up 
Twenty Years of Service 


Every Thursday 
for the past 20 years a small 
group of Menlo Park women 
have gathered for the express 
purpose of “helping other peo- 
ple.” 

Last Thursday afternoon, six 
women’s fingers flew as they 
tied a quilt to be donated to 
the Sequoia Region of the Am- 
erican Red Cross. After a cup 
of coffee, they settled to the 
congenial chore of cutting and 
sewing the material for yet an- 
other quilt. 

At present, the group in- 
cludes Mrs. Albert Ittner, Mrs. 
A. C. Anderson, Mrs. Floyd 
Beach, Mrs. Louisa Cutler, Mrs. 
Judith Pfaff and Mrs. Sara Far- 
mer. Strictly an informal 
group, they started during 
World War II to make baby 
layettes. The scope of their ac- 
tivity can be measured by the 
fact that on their first meeting 
of this year, they addressed en- 
velopes for the Easter Seal 
drive sponsored by the Crip- 
pled Children’s Society.
